SUBMARINE WAR LOOMS 
AS PORTENTOUS PROBLEM 


(BY A. p. NIGHT WIRE. 


ASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—A 

portentous and complicated 

international situation now 
faces President Wilson and for the 
next few weeks will engage his at- 
tention and that of his advisers to 
the exclusion of all but the most 
urgent of domestic subjects. | 

From now on the President ex- 
pects to deal with all foreign ques- 
tions without embarrassment. While 
it is net evident that there will be 
any fundamental change in policy 
there is no longer basis for fear that 
any move whatsoever would be mis- 
interpreted as inspired by an intern- 
al political struggle has been re- 
moved. 

The President must decide how 
the United States shall meet the 
German submarine question, on the 
one hand, and the Entente allied 
trade restrictions on the other: 
whether the retaliatory legislation 
shall be enforced; whether the tra- 
ditional theory of isolation shall be 
abandoned for concerted neutral 
action; whether the country shall 
have an aggressive or a passive pol- 
icy toward the peace conference; 
the war after the war; the perma- 
nent league to enforce peace, and 
during the rest of the war whether 
America’s attitude shall be gov- 
erned by benevolent interpretation 
of international law according to its 
own best interests, or shall it be 
strictly legalistic, regardless of 
whom it affects 2 

SUBMARINE SITUATION. 

The most disquieting problem is 
the German submarine situation. 
Five critical cases are pending, one 


involving a loss of six Ameri- 
can lives, two others involv- 
ing ships. Increas- 


ingly serious is the fast-growing 
conviction that any kind of a gener- 
al submarine warfare is iftolerable. 
Germany is known to be building 
submarines rapidly and there is the 
possibility of a starvation campaign 
against England. The United States 
might find it difficult to avoid com- 
plications. 

The American attitude is flat and 
final. No technicalities will be ad- 
mitted. Ships must not be sunk 
without warning or 2 provi- 
sion for the saféty OF the passengers 
facing’ high seas or distance from 
shore. The armed ship issue will 
not be accepted. Secretary Lansing 
foresaw it last March, when, with- 
out announcing his reason, he de- 
creed that merchant vessels should 
carry a small defensive gun. 

The future of the submarine 
situation is felt to rest entirely with 
Germany, The next step must come 
from Berlin. Two possibilities are 
feared; either that Germany will de- 
cide she can starve England by 
undersea campaign or that she may 


, endeavor to involve this country, and 


thus insure the participation in peace 
conferences of a generous enemy. 
Beyond this, the Lusitania case re- 
mains unsettled, Germany has ad- 
mitted liability and offered in- 
demnity. But the delicate matter of 
its amount has not been settled. At- 
tempts made to close the issue have 
been repeatedly blocked by unex- 
pected new U-boat complications.

Relations with the Entente allies 
are less clear cut. Sea power has 
enabled them through the blockade 
and the imposition of the blacklist 
virtually to destroy all foreign trade 
hostile to them and divert all com- 
merce to their own uses.

rights have led President Wilson to 
say that neutrality is ‘intolerable.’ 
War has become so world-wide, 80 
unlimited as to new boundaries, that 
it is no longer the hostile army, but 
the hostile state, men, women and 
children, with its outposts all over 
the world, that is involved. 

First and oldest of the Entente al- 
lied restrictions is the blockade. 
which our government has declared 
illegal, 
and discriminatory in favor of Nor- 


way and“ Sweden, in that it does not 
blockade the Baltic, and because it 
attempts to blockade neutral ports 
contiguous to Germany, to which 
British goods are allowed to go. The 
case dates back to March 11, 1915, 
and the last note was the British re- 
fusal of April 24 

The rationing of Holland, Norway, 
Sweden and Denmark has been bit- 
terly condemned in the blockade 
notes, where it has been held to be 
an absolutely unwarrantable inter- 
ference with neutral trade directly 
between the-neutral countries. 

England invokes the doctrine of 
continuous voyage and allows only 
enough supplies to enter these neu- 
tral countries to meet their minimum 
needs, despite the fact that goods 
imported to a neutral country be- 
come part of its capital stock, sub- 
ject to re-exportation if desired. 

A “not less lawless practice,” has 
been the Entente al‘ied censorship 
of mails which has been called 
“vexatiously inquisitorial.” 

Here n is an absolute conflict 
between neutral and belligerent 
rights. Neutrals have the right of 
inviolability of genuine correspond- 
ence, belligerents have the right to 
search malls for contraband. Ob- 
viously, the mails cannot be searched 
and held inviolate at the same time. 
A reply is due from this government 
to the British and French note of 
October 15, which itself was over 
four months delayed. 

The British refusal of the Amer- 
ican attitude as to the blacklist will 
require answer. The British claim 
it is merely municipal legislation to 
prevent their own subjects from 
dealing with firms aiding the ene- 
my. The United States holds that 
in effect this is extending British 
control into American affairs. 

The prohibition of importation of 
Taw materals from the British do- 
minions into this country except un- 
der guarantee that they will not 
reach German firms, is another gall- 
ing restriction, since in its admin- 
istration the British Embassy here 
decides finally what firms shall and 
what firms shall not be favored. Thie 
gives a control over American in- 
dustries and a knowledge of Amer- 
can trade secrets that is resented.

OETHALS EMPLOYS 
SHARP LANGUAGE. 


REPLIES TO CRITICISMS OF 
THE PANAMA CANAL. 


Worst of Troubles is Over, He 
Declares in Annual Report, and 
Insists that Earth Movements 
will. Finally be Overcome for 
All Time, 


[BY A. r. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Sharp 
language is employed by Maj.-Gen. 
George W. Goethals, Governor of 
the Panama Canal Zone, in reply- 
ing to published criticisms of the 
big waterway which he charges have 
seriously affected its commercial rat- 
ing. In his annual report, made 
public by the War Department; the 
Governor declares that the earth 


movements which have frequentiy 
interrupted traffic through the canal 
finally will be overcome for all time. 
Gen. Goethals goes into a lengthy 
review of the geological problems 
which have been encountered, of the 
Steps taken to overcome such ob- 
Stacles and the measure of success 
attained. So far as the Culebra cut 
is concerned, he said, “the worst 
is over, the intervals between move- 
ments are becoming greater and the 
quantities of material less.“ 
The report replies to the published 
statements of Prof. Benjamin LeRoy 
Miller of Lehigh University, and for- 
mer Senator Thomas Kearns of 
Utah. The charges made in each 
case, Gen. Geothals brands as er- 
roneous, unwarranted and unfair.” 
It is shown in the report that dur- 
ing a part of the fiscal year 1916 
during which the canal was opened, 
411 vessels passed from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific and 376 in the oth- 
er direction. Of all these, only 91 
were engaged in the Amer- 
ican coast-wise trade. 
The total cargo tonnage handled 
was 3,140,046, as against 4,969,792 
the preceding year, although the 
waterway was in operation for only 
five months last year. Commenting 
upon the reduction in coastwise traf- 
fic shown, however, the report says 
it was due principally to the scarci- 


drew American coasting vessels into 
that service. 

Difficulties of the present system 
of levying tolls are recited and Gen. 
Goethals again recommends that leg- 
islation be sought making the earn- 
ing capacity of a ship the basis 
upon which charges should be com- 
puted. He points out that $2,399,- 
830 were collected in tolls during 
1916. Had the so-called Panama 
Canal rules applied in measuring the 
ships, he adds, this sum would have 
been increased by approximately 
$400,000. 


GENERAL STAFF TO 
SUPERVISE RULING.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Super- 
vision of all army activities will con- 
tinue to rest with the general staff 
under a ruling by Secretary Baker, 
interpreting the new national de- 
fense act. In his conclusion the 
Secretary disagreed with Judge Ad- 
vocate-General Crowder, who held 
that the act prohibited members of 
the general staff corps from exer- 
cising any control over bureaus of 
the War Department. 
in stating his decision Secretary 
Baker said: “The policy of the 
War Department will remain as 
heretofore: “The Chief of Staff, 
speaking in the name of the Secre- 
tary of War, will co-ordinate and 
supervise the various bureaus, offices 
and departments of the War De- 
partment.”

_OF THE WASTES 


Angeleno Learns Queer Ways 
of Desert Dwellers. 


Studies Reptiles that Never 
had a Drop to Drink. 


Surprising Observations are 
Published by University. 


_ With never a drop to drink, most 
of the lizards and snakes of the Cal- 
ifornia desert live without water. 
Such is the surprising assertion of 
Charles Lewis Camp of Los Angeles 
in a contribution from the Museum 


of Vertebrate Zoology of the Univer- 
sity of California, just issued by the 
University in its publications in 
zoology. | 

Lizards that drop their tails, blind 
snakes, horned toads that change 
their color—such are some of the 
curious creatures Mr. Camp de- 
scribes in this paper on The Local 
Distribution and Habits of the Am- 
Phibians and Reptiles of Southeast- 
ern California in the Vicinity of the 
Turtle Mountains.” 

To study the reptiles of the desert 
Mr. Camp went out into the rugged 
hills known as the Turtle Moun- 
tains, stretching north forty miles 
from the San Bernardino-Riverside 
county line and lying thirty miles 
west of Parker, Ariz., which is on 
the Colorado River. This desert re- 
gion is not subject to the low winter 
temperatures of most other parts of 
the United States; its summer tem- 
peratures are very high by night 
and by day, its rainfall very scanty 
and sporadic, and the humidity so 
low and the air movements so abun- 
dant that a high rate of evaporation 
exists. The Mojave Desert is higher 
and colder, the Death Valley region 
more enclosed and colder 

Because of this heat and dryness, 
nowhere in the United States are 
lizards so numerous and eo varied 
as along the Lower Colorado River. 
Most of the desert creatures need no 
water, but the coyotes, badgers, bob- 
cats, bighorn and quail, the bats, 
birds, bees and wasps find an ex- 
ceedingly scanty water supply in a 
few feeble, but lasting, springs in the 
larger canyons or in “tanks’’—pot- 
holes shaded by surrounding cliffs. 

TEETH GALORE. 

Despite the scanty water supply, 
tadpoles of the spotted toad were 
found at the end of May in a water 
hole five miles from any other spring 
and thirty miles from the nearest 
permanent stream. The tadpole’s 
teething must be an undertaking, 
for he has three rows of lower la- 
bials, containing more than 275 
teeth, some sixty more in the upper 
lip, and eighty or ninety more in 
the lower lip. 

The desert tortoise digs >urrows 
from two to eight feet long. This 
tortoise’s usual gait is about twenty 
feet a minute. When one meets an- 
other it nods its head rapidly up 
and down as if in salutation, and 
sometimes noses are touched—or' 
two males batter against each other, 
head-on, never doing any damage 
to an opponent except sometimes to 
turn him on his back. Some cap- 
tive tortoises kept by Mr. Camp 
grazed contentedly on the lawn, 
never opened thelr mouths to bite 
and became so used to human sur- 
roundings that they pursued their 
aceustomed activities with people 
about. The older tortoises are a fa- 
vorite delicacy with the Indians and 
the Mexican section hands. 

The desert iguanas, long-nosed, 
large-tailed lizards, are “phyto- 
phagous,” that is, they browse on 
leaves of bushes. 

The ocellated sand lizard lives in 
belts of wind-blown sand. (There 
are places in the Turtle Mountains 
where the fine sand has been driven 
up clear over the mountains, and 
blown in white cascades down their 
eastward slope.) This lizard scur- 
ries over the fine sand, leaving @ 
cloud of dust in its wake. He can 
bury himself quickly, using his 
shovel-like snout to “swim'’’ his way 
into the sand by moving the head 
from side to side. His eyelids are 
fringed and meet tightly, end the 
‘nostrils are collapsible. His strik- 
ing color patterns in strong light 
really so harmonize with the buff 
tint of the sand that he is seldom 
detected until he begins to move. 

JUMPING LIZARDS. 


The gridiron-tailed lizard often 
walks with its tail curved over its 
back. Mr. Camp saw ine of these 
lizards run ninety feet in four sec- 
onds, which is at the rate of about 
Wteen miles an hour. They some- 
times spring a foot or more to seize 
tempting insects: 

The Bailey collared lizard can 
leap over obstacles up to two feet 


in height. 
The leoperd lizard, the swiftest of 
North American desert reptiles, 


haunts the river plains and sandy 
places and «swallows Smaller lizards 
whole. 

The chuckwalla is clumsy and 
vegetarian. Having rather feeble 
powers of locomotion, it depends for 
safety upon hiding itself in the 
rocks. If gently rubbed on the belly 
it will assume à rigid hvpnotie 
posture, and so remain for half an 
hour. When it takes refuge in a 
cranny in the rocks, it inflates it- 
self so that it becomes too large to 
be pulled out through the hole by 
which it entered. The desert In- 
Aians solve the problem by punctur- 
ing the chuckwalla's sides with a 
sharpened wire to deflate it. Then 
they pul} it out to make a savory

[RY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. . 
LONDON, Nov. 19.—A Reuter dis- 
patch from headquarters in Mace- 


donia under date of November 17, 
describes the fighting in the difeo- 
tion of Monastir as proceeding in bit- 
ter cold, rain, sleet, mud and slush. 

The Serbians, supported by 
French guns and contingent of 
French infantry for ten days main- 
tained an unceasing offensive, says 
the dispatch, and although the ene- 
my forces were continually rein- 
forced, they were driven from posi- 
tion after position. 

“The Serbo-French successes on 
the left bank of the Cerna River,” 
continues the dispatch, gave the al- 
lies such an advantageous position 
that the enemy was obliged to aban- 
don the Kenali line, although it 
proved almost invulnerable to fron- 
tal attack.

™ CHINO, Nov. 18.—Running twen- 
ty-four hours every day for 100 days 
the American Beet Sugar Company 
of this place turned out 321,817 
100-pound sacks of granulated beet 
sugar this „ The mill has 
just closed dpwn. 

It is estimated that the plant man- 
ufactured 2317 sacks of sugar every 
day. This production at the pres- 
ent wholesale price of sugar is val- 
ued at $2,477,677. 

The sugar company is now mak- 
ing arrangements to develop more 
beet land next year. Three hun 
dred acres were cultivated this sea- 
son in the Arlington district. That 
will be increased to 2500 acres next 
year and a factory may be built 
there. The management has leased 
400 acres of the George Philtips 
ranch in the Spadra district and 
will raise beets there next season. 

More than 1000 acres of beets will 
be grown in the vicinity of the Phil- 
lips ranch in 1917 and the sugar 
company is now arranging to put 
down two deep wells on the Phil- 
lips place so that the crops can be 
irrigated. 

The company is now making ex- 
tensive improvements in its plant. 
One of the big features will be a 
powerhouse, machine shop, black- 
smith shop, paint and pattern shop 
and foundry. Another big improve- 
ment will be a warehouse large 
enough to store 165,000 sacks of 
sugar. —

HOLLYWOOD REFUSES TO GIVE 
MORE TO ACTORS’ FUND.

Controversy Regarding Proceeds 
from Shakespearean Extrava- 
ganza Remains Where it Began, 
with Failure of Effort to Satisfy 


When a few members of the Hol- 
lywood Board of Trade and officials 
of the Hollywood Carnival Associ- 
ation, the organization that man- 
aged the great Julius Caesar ex- 
travaganza last summer, promised 
a committee representing the Actors’ 
Fund Association October 27 that 
they would see the latter received 
$1500 in addition to the $2500 prof-

The Actors’ Fund received 
the $2500 profits accounted for in 
the report of Harlan G. Palmer, 
secretary of the Hollywood Carnival 
Association, and the Hollywood busi- 
ness men are out nothing more than 
their trouble and pains. Some of 
them believe the amount expended 
for the necessities of life was more 
than it should have been.

Wine Men Realize Sacrifice Must 


Sherman Jones, chief deputy in 
the office of the Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue, returned yesterday 
from a conference with Collector 
Scott, at San Francisco, in regard 
to the regulations under the new 
wine law. The two gentlemen agreed 


on a programme that will be sent 
to W ington for approval. The 
provis of the arrangement are 
technical in their nature. 

Mr. Jones stated that representa- 
tives of the California wine industry 
have practically made up their 
minds that an adequate future de- 
fense of the industry in California 
lies only in compromise measures 
with the “drys.” 

“Wine men in the north,” said 
Mr. Jones, “are agreed that sacri- 
fice must be made to maintain the 
industry in this State. These sacri- 
fices will doubtless mean the gen- 
eral curtailment of the retail liquor 
business throughout the State. It is 
probable that the grape growers and 
wine makers will indorse a strictly 
regulatory measure to govern activi- 
ties in the retail liquor business.” 

The wine industry has suffered ac- 
cording to Mr. Jones, because of the 
fact that it has been placed on the 
same basis as the liquor business, 
and the wine men think this & un- 
fair, as in the opinion of the stal- 
wart “drys” there is a wide differ- 
ence between them. The wine makers 
think there should be a differentia- 
tion between them, and this judg- 
ment is eenerally shared.

Another voice, gentle and 
meek. denies all such claims and in- 
sists that Christianity is a life and 
all persons whose lives are unselfish 
and whose thoughts are holy are just- 
ly called Christians.

HE AUTOMOBILE TRAGEDY. _ 
As long as there are automobiles there 


| will be automobile races—and tragedies. 


One of the most dreadful of these was 
the wreck of the Marmon in the Grand Prix 
at Santa*Monica on Saturday. No one will | 
ever know exactly what happened before 
this racing car was hurled, a mass of 
twisted junk, against a tree, cutting the 
‘tbody of the driver in two like a snapped 
Dipe stem. Four laps before, the driver, 


He dragged his car back to the course and 
tore on again into the race. 

It is clear now that he must have 
strained a steering knuckle, which gave way 

and left him a helpless passenger aboard a 
flying speed demon, careening where it 
listed. In the grand smash-up a woman 
spectator was killed. | 

If there is any special moral to be drawn 
from these circumstances it is not apparent. 
Those in charge of the road race seem to 
have taken all possible precautions. Jack- 
son was an experienced race driver and his 
car had passed a careful inspection. 

The road race course was universally te) 
garded as the safest in the world. Some 
the most famous speed contests in the his- 
tory of automobile racing had been given 
at Santa Monica. With the exception of the 
fatal accident the day before Thursday's 
Vanderbilt cup race, this Was the first death 

on the course. 

The wreck of the Marmon was one of 
those things that “just happen.” | ) 

It is to be expected that a cry will now be 
raised to “stop automobile racing.” 

But are we to stop everything? Football, 
boxing, horse racing, even baseball, have 
their fatalities. At best we are all very near 
to death most of the time. The finger is 
almost beckoning. But are we for that rea- 
son to stop living? 

No, we must go on and there must be 
dangers and we must face them. For those 
who want to take the risk auto racing is, 
no doubt, a legitimate danger. 

The temptation now is to say that the po- 
sition of the spectator should be made more 
secure. But in all candor it is hard to see 
how this ts possible. 

At Corona, during the last race held 
there. an auto tire flew off and was huried 
clear through a roof. Had any spectator 
been in the path of it he would have been 
killed as by a cannon ball. 

Considering, on the one hand, that Los 
Angeles has been a center of auto racing 
for many years, and, on the other hand, 
considering the handful of spectators who 

have been hurt during the entire history of 
these rates, no one can fairly say that the 
spectators are in much peril. Whatever 
peril there is cannot always te guarded 
aga'nst. 

It must be frankly conceded, however, 
that the races are becoming faster every 
year. The danger does not necessarily in- 
crease in proportion to the speed. The 


fore the days of excessive Speed. Yet the 
increase of speed probably does accentuate 
the dangers. | 

So it comes to this: Those who race and 
those who go to see races do so at some 
risk: the spectators at Santa Monica took, 
as the results showed, one chance in 10,900 
or 20,000 of being killed. It is for them 
to decide whether they wish to take this 
chance and there is nothing compulsory 
about it. 

One of the outstanding evils of the pres- 
ent-day civilization is the lack of romantic 
opportunity for the adventurous disposi- 
tions. Auto racing is one of the few ad- 
ventures that remain. 

It win not be judicious to attempt to 
close up a safety valve for fear someone 
might be scalded by the escaping steam. 


ATIONAL SERVICE. 

George Van Horn Moseley, Chief of 
Staff of the Seventh D'vision of the Na 
tional Guard and author of the bill for na- 
tional service, in commenting on the cam- 
paign to secure national military service in 
the United States, says: “There is no ques- 
tion but that there is growing up through- 
“out this country a strong party of younger 
men who are going to demand higher ef- 
ciency in government. The American, who 
has led his competitors so generally 
throughout the world in civil pursuits, is 
not going to remain satisfied with a poor 
system of national defense developed by 
a government simply drifting along the line 
of least resistance.” He says further that 
“when our citizens learn that this govern- 
ment of the people must be supported by 
the pe ple, each in proportion to his worldly 
goods, his age and his strength, then we 
will have preparedness in its broadest 
sense and this nation can proceed safely 
along its course. A nation which will not 
eventually discipline itself up to such a 
standard cannot lone endure.” This cam- 
. paten, The Times is glad to see, is gaining 
headway. 

ROTECTION FOR FRAUD, 

Among the imperfections in California’s 
election laws there are few more glaring 
than the provision that a ballot box may 
be opened only on an order from one of the. 
higher courts. Especial attention has been 
called to this section during the official can- 
vass of the vote cast in the last general 
election In more than a dozen precincts 
in the State the official canvass revealed 
that more votes were recorded for Presiden- 
tial electors or on the wet and dry amend- 
ments than the total number of ballots 
voted. That the returns were faulty was 
visible, but the only discretion left to the 
election commissions was to accept the 
faulty report or to throw out the whole 
precinct. Either method fs unfair. To ac- 
cept more votes than were actually cast is 
to condone and encourage fraud and crime: 
to disfranchise 200 or 300 electors for the 
blunders or crimes of election officers is a 
crime against an honest electorate 3 

There is no good reason apparent why an 
election commission should not be em- 
powered to have the ballot box opened in 
any precinct where there is reason to be 
lieve that either error or fraud has been 
committed in recording the vote cast. In 
San Francisco, the home of the “wéts,” 
more wet votes were reported from one 
precinct than there were ballots cast; in 
Orange county, the home of the “drys,” the 
number of dry votes in one precinct ex- 
ceeds the total number voting. It would 
be a simple procedure to open the“ ballot 
box in the presence of the election com 
mission and recount the vote. No oppor

palpable error, yet the election commis- 
sions were without power under the law to 
open those boxes and remove the rosters. 
Enough inaccuracies have been discov- 
ered during the official count to throw a 
cloud of doubt about the result of the Pres- 
idential election in California. President 
Wilson has a majority on the face of the 
returns of about 3100 votes: but enough 
errors are revealed in the canvass to indt- 


— 


reduced, possibly wiped out, by a recount 
of the entire State vote, ballot by ballot. 

If the election commissions ver em- 
powered by law to open the ballot boxes 
whenever an honest doubt arises ve 
should know much more about how the peo- 
dle really voted. The present system of- 
fers such palpable opportunities for confus- 
ing the returns that unscrupulous politcians 
are certain to take advantage of it. The 
election commission should be empowered 
to call for the ballots themselves when in 
doubt, just as the books of a corporation 
can be called for whenever there is a ques- 
tion as to the accuracy of the corporation 
report. To make provision for this in our 
State laws will be to lusure accuracy and 
to discourage fraud. 


NION LABOR ABSOLUTISM. 

Do the people of the United States, 
who are accustomed to boast of the freedom 
their fathers achieved, comprehend that 
they are rapidly passing under the rule of 
a despotism unscrupulous and criminal in 
its methods and more drastic in its wicked 
methods than any Lord North proposed, or 
the armies of George the Third vainly 
sought to establish in our land? 

At a hearing recently held before Ex- 
aminer-Attorney Hines of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission at Washington, W. 
H. Rother, an engineer employed on the 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis 
Railroad, testified that he had been tried by 
local division No. 492 of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers of Indianapolis on a 
charge of violation of the “laws” of the 
brotherhood in teetifying before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission that he re- 
garded electric headlights as dancerous. He 
was acquitted, but Grand Chief Stone 
punished division 492 for his acquittal by 
recalling its charter and organizing a new 
division in its stead, excluding Rother, to- 
gether with those who had voted for his 
acquittal, and those who had refused to 
obey an order to refrain from associating 
“with Rother. A. K. Martin a Big Four engi- 
neer, testified that he had been excluded 
from Division 546 and ostracized by his fel- 
low members for acting as Rother's at- 
torney at his trial. 

D. P. Keller. an engineer on the Pennsyl-

tried by his local division, No. 74, for daring 
to express an opinion unfavorable to elec- 
tric headlights in the héaring of a member 
of the Pennsylvania Legislature. 

D. P. Trestle, an engineer on the Philadel- 
phia and Reading, was “warned” not only 
‘by H. E. Mills, a lobbyist for the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, but also by 
A. G. Pack, who wasinthe pay of the United 
States as Assistant Chief Inspector of Loco- 
motite Bollers of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, that he would be violating the 
laws of the brotherhood if he testified un- 
favorably to high-power headlights. c 

The testimony of these engineers who 
were expelled for answering subpoenas is- 
sued by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, was corroborated by nearly twenty 
engineers running fast passenger trains on 
roads entering New York City, who test 
fied that, in their opinion, electric head- 
lights would be a positive menace to safety 
of operation on their territory because they 
obscured signals and temporarily blinded 
engineers who had to face such headlights 
approacting from the opposite direction. 

The sections of the “Constitution and 
Statutes” of the Brotherhood of Locomo 
tive Engineers under which members have 
been expelled for giving testimony before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission are as 
follows: 

“Sec. 11. Any member or division 
refusing to sustain the official acts or 
instructions of the Legislative Board, 
or who circulates or signs any petitien, 
or who, by verbal or written communi- 
cation to railroad officials or others, 
calculated interfere with 


to injure or 
legislative matters offered by the Legis- | 


lative Board or at any time makes sug- 
cestions to railroad officials or to State 
egisiators that may be detrimental to 
the interest of the erhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers, or any train service 
organization, shall be expelled, when 
proven guilty, as per Section 49 of the 

statutes. . 

“Sec. 12. Any member or division 
who, by verbal or written communica- 
tion to anyone calculated to injure or 
interfere with national legislative mat- 
ters, offered by our legislative represent- 
ative at Washington or Mexico, at any 
time makes suggestions to anyone that 
may be detrimental to the interests of 
s h legislation, shall be expelled, 
when proven guilty, as per Section 49 
of the statutes.”— 

A locomotive engineer who is summoned 
before the Interstate Commerce Commission 
to. testify as to matters peculiarly within 
his knowledge affecting the safety of the 
traveling public has three courses open to, 
him. He can refuse to testify and be fined 
and imprisoned for contempt of the com- 
mission; he can tell the truth and be ex- 
pelled from the brotherhood and ostracized 
by its members for his temerity in telling 
the truth, or he can swear to a lie and re- 
tain his fob knowing that he is a perjurer. 

“The report of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission,” says the Washington corre- 
spondent of the Railway Review, “is notable 
not so much for testimony presented to the 
merits and demerits of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission's ruling on high-power 
headlights as for the light ſt throws on the 
methods of the brotherhood leaders. It 
establishes beyond a doubt that the consti- 
tution of the orders and the administration 
of the brotherhoods establish an absolute 
contro] over all members. They have no 
right to an individual.conscience, and are 
required to either disobey the mandates of 
courts and commissions or to perjure them- 
selves. The penalty is so drastic as to be 
@ positive crime against courts, law and 
society.”

The very latest Washington fad is the 
establishment at the Federal Capitol of eve- 
ning schools to give a collegiate education 
to policemen. It is expected to set an ex- 
‘ample to cities throughout the country that 
will induce them to set a higher value upon 
the personnel of the starred and helmeted 
guardians of the municipal peace. How 
much better a policeman could arrest a bur- 
glar or assist a lady to cross Broadway or 
compel autos and trolley cars to await 
their turns at the street ‘crossings if he 
was able to read Thucydides in the orig- 
inal Greek or recite the pandects of Justi 
nian in Latin or even quote Shakespeare 
and Bryon ad libitum.

Its 
calm deliberations were in accord 
with his tastes. It was a life pos 
tion, comfortable, honorable and dis- 
tinguished. He did not want to rive 


to bring him out from the contented 
quiet of that retreat. He said not 
one word, did not one thing. to put 
himself before the public as a can- 
didate. He did not seek to be Pres- 
ident But no man of patriotism 
could refuse the demand of a great 
party that he become its leader. He 
sacrificed himself, sacrificed his po- 
sitian, turned his back upon the 
things he loved to take up respon- 
ibilities distasteful to him, because 
he felt it a duty to his country and 
his party. — 

And now, having fought and lost, 
he goes back, no doubt, to the prac- 
tice of the profession which he so 
Freatly adorns. Instead of Justice 
of the Supreme Court he wil! be sim- 
ply Charles Evans Hughes, attorney- 
at-law. But there will be no humilia- 
tion in his return to private life. He 
has done his duty: he has given to 
it, as always, the very best that was 
in him, and his labor and his gacri- 
fice will not be forgotten by the Re- 
publican party.

The most robust nervous 
system may blanch and reel amid 
the roar and guns and storms 
of murderous bullets, and the 
toughest may snap under the 
tension of the 
trenches. Courage not less than 
coal-heaving, involves an expend!- 
ture of energy, and expenditure of 
energy involves wear and tear 
of machinery and where repair 
of machinery worn by wear and 
tear is not regularly carried out a 
breakdewn is inevitable. When the 
complex mechanism of the brain and 
spinal cord is subjected to a violent 
shock sudden exhaustion follows; 
when its activity is carried on too + 
rapidly or too continuously, without 
time for repair, what may be called 
compound fatigue—an accumula- 
tion of debit balances, ensues, and 
the mechanism becomes clogged and 
impeded in its movements. And 
this sudden exhaustion or compound 
fatigue may leave enduring traces 
behind it. 5 

But it is not merely among the 
soldiers that we must anticipate 
nervous disturbance and debility 
when the war is a thing of the past. 
Those who have had to do war work 
at home have been subjected to a 
hazardous strain and und 
fatigue. Our munition workers, 
shipyard workers and artisans of 
many kinds, have been working 
under high pressure and not with- 
out some of the excitement which 
has hurried‘ on our soldiers in the 
field. 

In the general community, too, 
neither soldiers nor war workers, 
nerve storms may be predicted. A 
wave of emotion has swept over the 
country, and will leave some wreck- 
age behind it when it recedes. Grief 
and anxiety have been widespread: 
alarm and trepidation have been 
experienced here and there and 
these will sometimes deepen into 
melancholy or mount into erethys- 
mic disorder. The craving for co- 
caine, veronal, morphia and other 
anodynes, sedatives and narcotics, 
much more destructive than alcohol. 
which has lately declared itself in 
certain classes is indicative of pro- 
found nervous changes and ominous 
of nervous disease hereafter. It can 
scarcely be doubted that during the 
lifetime of the present generation 
nervous derangements will be more 
abundant than they have hithertes 
been. The nerve of England will 
be firmer and more steadfast than 
every but ‘te nerves will be shaken 
for a season. It will take time to 
sweep up the breakages of war.

After-war Bulges the Rule; Will It

The grain men say that wheat 
may So to $2 a bushel before Jan- 
uary 1. Wheat has been much high- 
er than that, though not in many 
vears. 

It was 93 cents in 1788, after our 
Revolutionary War, and rose yearly 
to 1796, touching $3, although the 
average Was $2.48. The Napoleonic 
wars were ended in 1815. Wheat 
sold then at $1.76. It rose to $2.85 
in 1817. In the American Civil 
War wheat went from 62 cents in 
1861 to $2.28 in 1864, but reached 
its highest mark-—$2.85—in the 
This was just fifty 
years after it had touched the same 
figure in 1817. Does that mean that 
it will again reach $2.85 a bushel 
when the half century recurs in 
19177 

The superstitious may think so, 
but it is only possible to say that 
studies of the relation of wars and 
wheat prices show that in three in- 
stances prices rose higher after the 
end of hostilities than while they 
were raging. When this occurred it. 
followed long and exhausting con- 
flicts similar to the present war. 
From this it has been thought that 
wheat may reach new price levels 
after the close of the war now in 


progress.

CASINGHEAD GASOLINE. 


Distinct advances are being made 
in the utilization of the natural gas 
supply of the Fullerton field. The 
Pacific Gasoline Company, the pio- 
neer manufacturer, not only in this 
field but also in California, has com- 
pleted its removal from its original 
location on Birch Hill to its new, 
larger and more central location 
near the mouth of Brea Canyon. 
The new plant is the largest in oper- 
ation and is of an improved type. 
It will handle the gas of several 
companies, includjng the Brea, Can- 
yon Oi] Company, and the product 
after compression and extraction of 
its gasoline content, will be piped 
to Pomona and neighboring towns 
for industrial and domestic fuel pur- 

s. There are three other casing- 
head gasoline plants, using the com- 
pression or refrigeration methods, or 
a combination of the two, operating 
in the Fullerton ficld, the output 
going into the markets of Southern 
California. 

But the latest development in the 
casinghead gasoline fine, and the 
one that is attracting the most at- 
tention, is the establishment of a 
plant on the Union’s Graham and 
Loftus lease, which uses a process 
never before tried in California, al- 
though it is said to have been high- 
ly successful in the fields of the 
East. The process is called the 
“absorption” method. Neither com- 
pression nor refrigeration is used.

TIMES, Nov. 19-—Demands 

for large quantities of lumber 
for use in connection with the con- 
‘struction of new railroad projects 
in various parts of the country are 
forming an important part of the 
general activity in the lumber in- 
dustry. Numerous large projects 
are contemplated for the immediate 
future, while negotiations for many 
others are under way. 

Nearly 5,000,000 feet of lumber is 
expected to be called for in con- 
nection with an electric railroad pro- 
posed for a stretch of 195 miles, 
from Madison to Portage, Prairie 
du Sac ahd Jamesville, Wis., to 
be constructed, it is said, for the 
Wisconsin Interurban system, in 
which James E. Jones of Portage, 


Wis., is understood to be interested. 
The contract for the construction 
of this road is said to have been let 
to James Stewart & Company of 
No. 30 Church street, Mew York. 
Nearly 550,000 cross ties and ap- 
proximately 35,000 poles would be 
necessary for the completion of this 


project. 

Another large electric road proj- 

ect is sald to be planned for 

a stretch from Houston to San 
Antonio, Tex., via Richmond, Gar- 
wood, Gonzales, Leesville, Willow 
Springs and New Berlin, 190 miles 

in length. The construction of this 
road, which is being promoted by 

the Houston, Richmond and Western 
Traction Company, of which Steve 
Holmes of Leesville, Tqx., is presi- 
dent, would necessitate the use af 
about 530,000 cross ties, the equiva- .

Maturities for the Next Year. 


> 


An aggregate of $346,500,000 of 
railroad securities will come due dur- 
ing the next year, which is nearly 
$63,000,000 more than the 3288. 
200,000 various railroad issues which 
will mature by December 31, this 
year. Maturities in 1915 stood at 
the record figure of $626,500,000 
and in 1914 the total was $430,000,- 
000, with aggregates running higher 
than this last figure for several 
Years previous. Next year’s maturi- 
ties are therefore less than the aver- 
age, although showing an increase 
over this year’s total. 

Glancing over the individual is- 
sues, a notable proportion of notes 
is observed. These range from one 


to five years and call to mind the 
financing difficulties of the railroads 
since 1912. In fact, the biggest is- 
Sues to mature next year are notes, 
the largest being $25,000,000 New 
Haven one-year 4%s, and $20,000,- 
000 New England Navigation three- 
year 68, both due on May 1. 
These issues bring the maturities 
for May to the biggest month for 
the year. At this time notes have 
served to tide the“ railroads over 
from a period of excessive depres- 
sion to one of unusual p rity, 
and many of the lines will be in a 
Position to do some very satisfactory - 
financing at the expiration of their 
several issues in 1917.

LONG BEACH, Nov. 19. 
teen motor-busses, seating ten per- 
sons each, are being finished at a 
local garage for the Long Beach 
Transportation Company, compris- 
ing a group of jitney operators, 
Wach has secured a franchise from 
the city for running busses on At- 
lantic avenue and East Fourth 
street for a period of ten years. 
These cars will be @perating within 
two weeks. In thus selling a fran- 
chise to jitney-bus men for streets 
not served by electric cars and rul- 
ing them off streets on which lines 
of the Pacific Electric serve the 
public, the city officials believe that 
they have solved the jitney problem. 

The franchise ordinance was duly 
advertised for sale. It was sold os- 
tensibly to one of the jitney-bus 
men, who represented twenty of the 
operators, and the city was richer 
by $6661 in cash, paid for the 
franchise. Another franchise, it is 
believed, will be offered for sale for 
East Tenth street and East Ocean 
avenue, other streets not served by 
electric cars, but this franchise, it 
is believed, will not bring near the 
sum. 

All other passenger-carrying autos 
except those of the company hold- 
ing the franchise will be ruled ‘off 
the street. The bus line will ob- 
serve a regular schedule, and will 
be subject to regulation the same 
as railways. They will pay 2 per 
cent, of their gross earnings into 
the city treasury.

Pastor at Trinity Auditorium 
Declares Such Events as the 
Vanderbilt Oup Contest are Out 
of Harmony with Genius of

Dr. Charles C. Selecman last night 
at Trinity Auditorium spoke on the 
subject of “Heroes: Ancient and 
Modern.“ and during the discourse 
scored the carrying on of such races 
as the Vanderbilt Cup event, declar- 
ing their spirit is out of harmony 
with the genius of our modern civi- 
lization and that they do not suf- 
ficiently’ reverence human life. In 
his address Dr. Selecman said, in 
part: 


he ancient hero was a man of 
blood who had a peculiar genius 
for arts of destruction. Students of 
sacred history find it necessary to al- 
most blush for the bloody career 
of some, of the Old Testament 
heroes: Moses and Samuel, Saul and 
David were men of blood. David was 
not permitted to become t bulld- 
er of the Temple becau 4 his hands 
were stained with blooa and more 
accustomed to the use of the sword 
than of the trowel. In reading sec- 
ular history one is impressed that 
the shortest road to greatness and 
fame is that of the warrior. Phil- 
lip, Alexander, Caesar, Charle- 
magne, Napoieon, Cromwell, Nelson 
and Wellington are a few examples. 
But our conception of the hero is 
being transformed. The old type of 
hero Was a man of destructive force 
who was swift to shed blood and 
willing himself to die in battle. 
‘ “The modern hero is to be a man 
of peace who has a genius of con- 
struction and conservation. It has 
been said that Lord Lister, who in- 
vented antiseptic surgery, has been 
instrumental in saving more lives 
than Napoleon ever destroyed. Lu- 
ther Burbank, the wizard in the bot- 
anical region, is a modern hero, and 
80 is Col. Goethals, the genius of the 
Panama Canal.
